No other copy is known, either in or oat of Spain, of this valuable map, which was 
drawn on vellum by the hand of Santa Crnz in 1542, he being then the Cosmografo 
Mayor of the Royal Department of Charts at Seville. It is entitled “ Nova venor et 
integra totius orbis descripdo,” and bears the imperial arms of Charles V, to whom it 
is dedicated. It represents the world as two hemispheres, with the poles as centres, and 
is arranged in gores as though intended for the model of a globe. The American 
portion is undoubtedly that which constitutes the chief interest in the work, and its 
importance in that respect is heightened by the immense number of geographical 
names inscribed upon it. Although until recently quite unknown to modern scholars, 
this map is evidently the one referred to in the “ Diferencia de Libros ” of Venegas 
(printed in 1540), who described it on account of the new method of projection on which 
it was designed. The difference of date between 1540 and 1542 merely implies that 
Venegas had seen the draught plan two years before the work was finished in its 
existing ornate condition by Santa Cruz. 

As one of the most valuable of the series of world-maps produced within half a 
century of the great discovery of Columbus, the work of Santa Cruz must be found 
indispefisable for the use of students in this fine production, the only form in which 
it is accessible.

Katherine Parker has been working on the genealogy of the Cochrane family, and in 
1906 contributed to the third volume of the Scots Peerage an able and detailed account 
of the Cochranes, Earls of Dundonald. In the present chart pedigree she embodies the 
essential facts and dates contained in that article with several additions, chiefly to the 
descents of the Cochranes of Pitfour, Barbachlaw and Ashkirk, which are much 
enlarged. An important correction or alteration is made in the early part of the pedi¬ 
gree owing to the discovery, since the publication of the Dundonald article, of a 
valuable inventory of writs. John of Cochrane, who was living temp. James II., the 
successor and probable son of Robert, now appears as brother and not as suggested 
father of Alan of Cochrane, the progenitor of the Cochranes of that Ilk. A simple 
coloured representation of Lord Dundonald'* achievement gives a finish to this 
excellent chart, which is printed on linen and folded in a stiff cloth cover. The Rev. 

John AndersoD, Curator of the Historical Department, Edinburgh, has revised the 
work, thus adding valuable testimony to its accuracy.”
